PENSIONS AVAILABLE 
TO WIDOWS — 


According to our laws most 
widows have a right to a pen- 
sion or part pension from either 
the Commonwealth Department 
of Social Services (Civilian Wid- 
ow’s Pension) or the Repatria- 
tion Denartment (War Widow’s 
Pension), 


Those who have not been in 
Australia for the necessary time 
are not entitled to a Widow's 
Pension but are entitled to a 
“Special Benefit” for themselves 
and their children. Application 
must be made to the Common- 
wealth Department of Social 
Service. 


A “de facto” widow may be 
eligible for a pension, in spite 
of the fact that there was no 
legal “marriage, if a continuing 
Telationship existed between the 
man and the woman for a certain 
period before his death. 


The widow of a Totally and 
Permanently Incapacitated (TPI) 
War Pensioner is entitled auto- 
matically ta a war widow’s pen- 
sion. She should make immediate 
application to the Repatriation 
Department, for the pension and 
for an Education Allowance for 
her children who_ still attend 
schoo], College or University. 
.dn addition to a pension from 
the Commonwealth a widow 
with dependent children may 
be eligible for additional 
assisiance in the form of a 
*Family allowance from the Fam- 
ily Welfare Division of State 
Welfare Department, 55 Flem- 
ington Road, North Melbourne 
(30 0483). é 


Jn all cases application should 
be made to the Commonwealth 
Department of Social Services 
immediately. If the application 
is delayed more than three 
months from the date of death, 
payment will commence from 
the date of application, instead 
of from the date of death, 

if she is the widow of an ex 
serviceman she should apply to 
the Repatriation Department as 
well as to the Commonwealth 
Depariment of Social Services. 
The claims should be lodged at 
the same time so that the widow 
may. if eligible, receive the civ- 
il widow's pension while await- 
ing the result of her claim for 
war widow's pension, which 
often entails more investigation 
and therefore often takes long- 
er to decide. If a war pension 
is granted an adjustment of the 
civil widow's pension paid will 
be arranged between the Re- 





patriation and ‘Social Services 
Department. 
All applications for widow's 


pensions should be supported -by 
@ certified copy of the death cer- 
tificate or a newspaper cutting 
and a marriage certificate. 
(Certain de facto relationships 
of long standing may be accept- 
ble for pension purposes and 
therefore application should also 
be made by “de facto’ widows).

MEDICAL — 

War Widows and their eligible 
children ‘receive free_ medical 
treatment through the Repatria- 
tion Department. This includes 
a_ student child up to his 2st 
birthday. 


Free medical treatment from 
a_ general practitioner and free 
pharmaceutical benefits are av- 
ailable to civilian widow pen- 
sioners provided that income 
derived from property is not 
above a certain limit. A ““Medi- 
cal Card” will be automatically 
issued to a_widow by the Com. 
monwealth Department of Social 
Services (on behalf of the De. 
partment of Health) if she is e]- 
igible at the time the pension 
is granted. However, if the wid- 
ow is not eligible at this time 
she should re-apply later if her 
income from property is reduc- 
ed. 

A “Medical Card" for free 
medical and pharmaceutical 
services is also available from 
the State Department of Child 
Welfare and Social Welfare to 
widows on cash sustenance ben- 
efits, after three months’ quali- 
fying period. 
Public Hospitals — 

Free treatment is available at 
public hospitals for widows in 
receipt of civilian widow's pen- 
sion or special benefits. and her 
dependants. Where a_ medical 
entitlement card is held by the 
widow, this should be produced 
as required. otherwise verifica. 
tion by the Department of Social 
Services may be-necessary. 
Widows in receipt of allowances 
from the Department of Child 
Welfare and Social Welfare are 
also entitled to free treatment 
at public hospitals. 











Children's Health — 

If a widow is concerned about 
her child's physical or- emotion- 
al health she should consult the 
Headteacher of the School which 
her child attends with a view 
to having the child examined by 
a doctor of the School Medical 
Service. 

Hospital and Medical 
Benefits — , 

Widews with children who are 
not eligible for free medical 
treatment, should subscrine to a 
Hospital and Medical Lenefits 
Fund. 


DENTAL — | 

War widows and their eligibie 
children are entitled to full den- 
tal treatment free, through the 
Repairiation Department. Z 

Free denial treament for civ- 
ilian widows and her children 
is available at tre Melbourne 
Dental Hospital if the widow 
is on either a full or part civ- 
ilian widow's pension. This ser- 
vice may extend to children over 
16 years who are still at schoo! 
or apprentices, and enquiries 
should vig made at the Dental 
Hospital. g 

ra child is under private 
dental care. and there is eligib- 
ility for Family Welfare Depart- 
ment assistance, provision to- 
wards continuing private treat- 
ment will be considered—when 
assessment is made. ~~ 
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If. the widow is not on a. pen- 
sion, application to the Dental 
Hospital would be subject to the 
same means test as applies to 
members of the general com- 
munity, 


In remoie country areas the 
Health Department provides a 
.similar free dental service 
through a mobile dental clinic. 
Visits to any one district are in- 
frequent. Further particulars 
can be obtained from the Health

In Ballarat widows aged 60 
years or over may apply to the 
Hospital for free dentures if 
they can present a medical cer- 
tificate on medical grounds. 
Schoo} Dental Service — 

Free dental treatment for 
children attending primary 
schools in the South Melbourne, 
areas may be available. Appli- 
cation should be made to the 
Footscray, Fitzroy and nearby 
Head Teacher. 


EDUCATIONAL — 


Where a widow is not able to 
buy the books or uniforms or 
pay the composite fee necessary 
for her children's education she 
should consult. the School Head- 
master. Sports fees may also 
be waived at the discretion of 
the Headmaster. The State 
Schools Relief Committee will 
supply clothing and footwear 
where appropriate (through the 
Headmaster) to children attend- 
ing primary or ~ secondary 
schools. Where children are at- 
tending secondary schools a 
maintenance allowance of $78 
per annum (subject to means 
test) can be_obtained from the 
Education Department (apply 
through Headmaster). 


The. widow should enquire of 
the Headmaster for details of 
any scholarships or free places 
for which her child is eligible. 

In cases of physical handi. 
cap. assistance with vocational 
training of various kinds is av- 
ailable from the Commonwealth 
Devartment of Social Services. 

Education Awards are granted 
by the Services Canteens Trust 
Fund to eligible children. 

Children of War Widows are 
eligible foy education benefits 
under the Soldiers’ Children Ed- 
ucation Scheme administered by 
the Renatriation Department, 


VOCATIONAL 
GUIDANCE — 


Careers Advisers — 

The Victorian Education De- 
partment provides a ‘Careers 
Adviser” in each of its secon- 
dary schools. This officer is 
available to assist the student in 
planning for a career, and the 
Department welcomes approach- 
es from parents who wish ‘to 
seek the advice of this officer. 
It is wise to ring the school first 
to make an appointment as the 
Careers Adviser is not occupied 
full-time on this work. 


Widows with children at non. 
government schools should apply 
to the School Principal to see if 
a similar service is ‘available. 
Vocational Guidance Offices — 

The Victorian Department of 
Labour and Industry (telephone 
42.1548) operates a number of 
Vocational Guidance Offices 
where an expert assesses the 
aptitudes and vocational inter- 
ests of the child. and prepares 
an individual “Vocational Guid- 
ance Report. This is valuable 
both in helping the young person 
to decide on a career, and to 
make an approach to a prospec- 
tive employer. 


The choice in a job can be- 


very important to the whole of 
adult life, and widows are wise 
to obtain this expert advice to 
help the child make the right 
choice. 


EMPLOYMENT — 


Whether a widow works or not 
is a matter for her individua} 
decision. Some widows prefer to 
work, and some endeavour to 
supplement their pensions _ by 
working part-time, or full-time 
for short periods. 


Application should be made to 
the Commonwealth Department 
of Social Services for a permis- 
sible income figure, so that the 


widow is quite clear what her 
legal position is. 


Widows who contravene the 
regulations, even if unwittingly, 
are required to repay the De- 
partment any amount of pension 
overpaid. and this can some- 
times cause extreme hardship. 

Income from earnings does not 
affect the payment of a war 
pension: but a service pension 
received by a widow may be 
affected, being subject to a 
means test. Enquiries about the 
permissible earnings limit should 
be made of the Repatriation De- 
partment. 


Commonwealth Employment 
Service — 


This service, with its many 
local offices, is set up for the 
purpose of finding suitable em- 
ployment for ail those citizens 








who apply to it. Widows who are 
seeking work should register 
with the Employment Service, 
and keep in touch with their 
local office. 


The Commonwealth Employ. 
ment Service has a special in- 
terest in the placement of young 


‘people in employment, and it is 


wise ‘for a widow to seek the 
heip of this service in the finding 
of employment for her children. 
The Commonwealth Employment 


‘Service works in closely with the 


Vocational Guidance Office if 
this service has also been used. 


LEGAL ADVICE — 


The Public Solicitor can advise 
the widow as to any steps given 
to her at law for her protection, 
and is able to assign aid free of 
charge in certain cases, subject 
to a means test. 


To act as Administrator of de- 
ceased estates is part of the 
function of the Public Trustee 
and skilled assistance is: avail. 
able to widows who need some. 
one to act as trustee for prop- 
erty Jeft by their husbands. The 
Legal Service Bureau. 440 Little 
Collins Street, Melbourne (tele. 
phone 67-9194) is available for 
legal advice without charge to 
widows of ex.servicemen. 

The Association of Civilian 
Widows has accumulated know. 
ledge on legal matters relating 
to widow's probiems, and makes 


this freely available to all 
widows. § 
HOUSING — 


The Housing Commission of 
Victoria gives rental rebates in 
certain circumstances. Widows 
occupying such property should 
apply to their Housing Officer 
for information. 


A supplementary weekly bene- 
fit is available on application to 
the Commonwealth Department 
of Social Services to help widows 


who pay rent, providing they 
have no income other than the 
pension, 


There are many organisations 
which have built Aged Persons’ 
Flats. and widows over 60 years 
are advised to investigate these 
if there is any indication that 
retaining the late husbands home 
will too much of a financial 
burden. It is possible to sell the 
late husband’s home, and have 
more than enough finance to pay 
an ingoing ‘donation’ to one of 
these organisations, then be 
assured of security in the realm 
of housing for the rest of her 
days. The usual practice is for 
a nominal weekly charge to be 
made to cover the upkeep of the 
property and grounds. 


War Widows and relatives of 
ex-servicemen may apply to the 
Vasey Housing Auxiliary (War 
Widows’ Guild) of Victoria 
Limited, 2 Manningtree Road, 
Hawthorn. Most churches have 
similar Aged Persons’ Homes’ 
Schemes and application should 
be made direct. 


Home Ownership — 

AAs ownership of the home in 
which she lives is disregarded in 
assessing the widow's eligibility 
for a pension. widows who have 
assets but do not own a home 
would be wise to investigate the 
possibility of purchasing one.
